MASSACHUSETTS LIEUTENANT 
GOVERNOR Timothy P. Murray 
was honored by the BSA at Build 
Boston last month. During a 
special reception preceding the 
annual BSA/Build Boston Gala, 
BSA President Hubert Murray 
AIA, RIBA welcomed the 
lieutenant governor to honor- 
ary membership in the BSA in 
recognition of his efforts over 
the past decade to revitalize 
Massachusetts’ cities through 
his commitment to economic 
development and environmental 
protection. 


Murray was a three-term 
mayor of Worcester, the state’s 
second largest city, before he 
was elected lieutenant governor. 
Under his leadership, Worcester 
experienced unprecedented 
progress, with s1 billion of new 
economic-development projects 
that are helping to transform the 
industrial city. Murray was first 
elected to the Worcester City 
Council in 1997 and became 
mayor in 2001.

Her experience 
directing and shaping science, 
education, and healthcare proj- 
ects has included healthcare and 
academic science and research 
buildings. She has published 
and presented her work widely 
and lives in Concord in a home 
of her own design.

ATHB uses design to 
help teens and others

ARCHITECTURE FOR HUMANITY BOSTON (AfHB) has been hard 
at work ever since it merged with the former BSA Task Force to End 
Homelessness a few months ago. 

Led by Michael McHugh AIA of E. Verner Johnson and 
Associates, Lora Kim of Wentworth Institute of Technology, and 
Noy Hildebrand of Perry Dean Rogers Partners. AfHB is currently 
integrating a café into More Than Words, a youth-run bookstore 
and gallery on hip Moody Street in Waltham. At the store, Teen 
LEEP—a nonprofit dedicated to empowering youth with leadership 
opportunities—helps young adults “aging out” of foster care and 
independent-living programs develop business and entrepreneurial 
skills, The space also provides teens with gallery space and a venue 
for monthly open-mic events. 

Thanks to the generous support of Starbucks and the pro-bono 
work of AfHB members, More Than Words soon will be able to 
offer teens additional hands-on work experience in the café. AfHB 
member Joana Sancho Torres’ plan for the café features two register 
counters, display shelves, coffee bars, seating and light fixtures that 
wind through two-thirds of the store. The design unites the café 
with the store’s entrance area, front seating, and main register. 

Also in the AfHB pipeline is the design of a computer room for 
Ambrose House, a dormitory in Boston’s South End that provides 
education, employment, and life-skills for young men in a safe, 
structured and goal-oriented environment. 

AfHB also is participating in the three Advanced Micro Devices 
Open Architecture Challenges to design sustainable, multipurpose 
technology facilities for underserved communities abroad. AfHB 
member Bill Fitzpatrick AIA of Koetter, Kim & Associates leads the 
South American effort, while AfAHB member Elizabeth Bacon leads 
the African effort and AfHB member Dana Maringo leads the Asian 
effort. All are welcome to join us; entries are due January 15.

Most recently, the roundtable 
has been discussing the new 
online Evaluation Services for 
Architects (EESA) applica- 
tion, at eesa-naab.org, from 
the National Architectural 
Accrediting Board 
(NAAB). This online ap- 
plication process is less 
cumbersome than the old 
paper evaluation, which 
usually took six months to 
complete, and also is sig- 
nificantly different in other 
aspects. Applicants can check 
their evaluation status online at 
any time and receive their com- 
pleted evaluations electronically. 
From March to September 
of this year, 248 applicants had 
opened application files online. 
Among them, 148 applicants had

lhe BSA created the Boston Foundation for Architecture 

(BFA) in 1984 to support public education programs in 

Massachusetts related to the built environment. Over the 

years, the BFA has awarded more than $800,000 to support 
community-based programs, exhibitions and tours, in-school edu- 
cational programs, conferences, lectures, symposiums, and other 
community activities. 

This month, the BFA awarded a total of $45,920 in grants to 12 
public-education programs throughout Massachusetts. The grants 
will help underwrite community-based K-12 and other public- 
education programs that focus on elevating public awareness of 
and participation in the planning, design, and construction of our 
communities. 

Attleboro Public Schools received $4,500 to support a collab- 
orative community design project for about 300 students in grades 
4-7 and two dozen teachers working with local designers to explore 
the architectural renewal and revitalization of downtown Attleboro.
